“I feel that
oriticiam of the plant should cease
now, for it Influences the spirit of
the workmen there and adds to the
costs, When men are proud of the
concern by which they are employed,
that pride Is reflected In their work;
but when they are uncertain whether
it will survive attacks made upon it,
accomplishment Is a secondary matter
with them.

“The payroll at Hog Island s about
$100,000 weokly,” added Mr. Plez, “"and
I believe that criticlsm of ‘the yard in
the past has cost the Government
$20,000 a week because of ity effect on
the spirit of the men and, therefore,
on the production of the yard.
